In Hong Kong 


Ample Food Supply 
Would Only Add to 
Colony's Burdens

HONG KONG — Food, or the 


lack of it, may have been the 
urge which spurred the tens of 
thousands of refugees from Red 
China but it is not a problem 
in Hong Kong. 


The well-intejitioned may think 


that it is even ungrateful but 
the Hong Kong authorities did 
not want gifts of surplus food. 
They do not like to encourage 
breadlines because it is charac- 
teristic of the Chinese that with- 
in a few hours of legal or illegal 
entry they are seeking, or mak- 
ing, 
jobs for themselves. 


The overwhelming problem is 


lack of living accommodation. 
Miles of Hong Kong hillsides are 
covered with shacks. They are 
like nests contrived on precar- 
ious ledges but with steps cut or 
built up to them. They are of 
packing-case wood or flattened 
tins.

Badly Overcrowded 


They

crowded — a dozen or more 
people huddled in a hovel. Yet 
the men, women and children 
emerge from 
that 
squalor 
in 


clean clothes. 


•Similar shacks are built on 


rooftops. In the tenements, cub- 
icles no bigger than a pantry, 
with beds arranged like upper 
and lower berths, house a fam- 
ily or sometimes two families 
sleeping in shifts. 


The authorities have made im- 


pressive efforts at resettlement. 
Over 400,000 have been rehous- 
ed, from the squatters' shacks 
and the city slums, but another 
500,000 are still waiting. 


By housing standards these re- 


settlement blocks, shaped like an 
H and seven stories high, are 
grim. The apartments consist of 
a single room, 12 feet by 10. 
The condition of tenancy is that 
they must house not less than 
five adults. Two children under 
10 rate as one adult so that the 
average number in that room is 
not less than eight. The rent 
for such an apartment is less 
than $3 a month. 


Resettlement Estate 


One of the most spectacular 


of the resettlement estates 
is 


Wong Tai Sin, which means the 
great temple of Wong. It houses 
63,000 people, in 32 H blocks. 
There are 11 such estates in the 
colony. 


Accompanying them are hope- 


ful efforts at community work. 
This is important because, al- 
though the Chinese have a strong 
sense of kinship, they are paro- 
chial in their dialects and inter- 
ests and something has to be 
done to fuse them in some civic 
sense.

Wong Tai Sin was provided by 
the U. S. government as a gift 
in world refugee year and the 
British 'world refugee campaign 
has' provided similar centers for 
three other resettlement estates.

If 
it does have such discretion, then 
one day the prayer might be neu- 
tral, and another day some oth- 
er prayer 
with denominational 


overtones might be ordered by the 
state board of education. 


But although the Supreme Court 


decided only that no state could 
direct any official prayer, there is 
a "concurring" 
opinion by Jus- 


tice Douglas which is bound to 
attract nationwide attention. What 
Mr. Douglas 
said is known as 


"dictum" and has no bearing on 
the ruling itself, even though he 
concurred in the result. 


The big question is whether Mr. 


Douglas' views will be shared by 
other members of the court and 
whether a majority will ever join 
with him in putting into a ruling 
the point of view which he has 
just expressed. 


Vlt is customary." wrote Jus- 


tice Douglas, "in deciding a con- 
stitutional question to treat it in 
its narrowest form. Yet at times 
the setting of the question gives it 
a form and content which no ab- 
stract treatment could do. The 
point for decision is whether the 
government 
can constitutionally 


finance a religious exercise. Our 
system at the federal and state 
levels is presently honeycombed 
with such financing. 
Neverthe- 


less, I think it is an unconstitu- 
tional undertaking whatever form 
it takes." 


Standing by itself, this is a very- 


broad statement, but it is even 
more significant because Justice 
Douglas attached a footnote in 
which 
he presented an extract 


from a book by David Fellman 
entitled 
"The Limits of Free- 


dom." 
This particular quotation 


listed the many "aids" to religion 
at all levels of government, such 
as provision for chaplains of both 
houses of Congress and in the 
armed services, compulsory chap- 
el at the armed service 
acade- 


mies, and religious services in 
federal hospitals and prisons. 
It 


also pointed out that the presi- 
dent issues religious proclama- 
tions, that the Bible is used for 
the administration of oaths, and 
that federal funds were available 
to parochial schools during the de- 
pression of the 1930s. It then adds: 


"G.I. Bill" 


"Veterans receiving money un- 


der the 'G.I.' Bill of 1944 could 
attend denominational schools, to 
which payments were made di- 
rectly by the government. 


"During World War II, federal 


money was contributed to denom- 
inational schools for the training 
of nurses. The benefits of the 
National 
School 
Lunch Act are 


available to students in private as 
well as public schools. The hos- 
pital survey and construction act 
of 194fi specifically made money 
available 
to 
non-public hospi- 


tals . . . 


"This list of federal 'aids' could 


easily be expanded, and of course 
there is a long list in each state." 


This is the first time that any 


justice of the Supreme Court has 
even hinted that all forms of fed- 
eral financing 
are unconstitu- 


tional if they go to religious- insti- 
tutions directly or indirectly. Such 
a sweeping disapproval of feder- 
al "aid" has never been espoused 
by any prominent member of Con- 
gress. 


Justice Douglas even would re- 


verse the famous case of "Ever- 
yon vs. Board of Education." in 
which he voted with the majority 
in 1947. It upheld the use of tax- 
payers' money to pay "the bus 
fares of parochial school pupils as 
a part of a general program" un- 
der which the fares of pupils at- 
tending public and other schools 
were also paid. He says: 


"The Everson Case seems . in 


retrospect to be out of line with 
the First Amendment. Its result 
is appealing, as it allows aid to be 
given to needy children.

While the United States Supreme Court 


lias virtually ruled that state governments 
must constitute their legislatures strictly 
on population representation, the United 
Nations continues 
to be organized on a 


purely area basis whereby each nation has 
exactly one vote. 


The Republican 
statement 
of prin- 


ciples has backed a change so that nations 
would be represented in the U.N. accord- 
ing to size 
and financial 
contributions. 


Sec. Gen. U Thant opposes such a change 
and so does United States Ambassador to 
the U.N. Adlai Stevenson. Mr. Thant, as 
the representative of a small nation, would 
be expected to take such a stand. We rath- 
er think that Mr. Stevenson 
has wisely 


faced the fact of equal representation and 
hopes to use it to our advantage. 


While each nation is equal in vote, 


Stevenson says, each is not equal in influ- 
ence. "The greatest influence will always 
be exerted by that great power whose basic 
purposes harmonize with the majority of 
members." he said in a recent speech. And 
he pointed out further 
that the United 


States, rather than the Soviet Union, is a> 
most always that great power. 


The discussion of a change in the meth- 


od of representation or voting is purely 
academic. The U.N. Charter would have to 
be changed and the smaller nations certain- 
ly would.not vote in favor of giving up 
some "of their power. But equal represen- 
tation is not fair and the U.N. is in dan- 
ger of hopelessly splitting up into various 
factions with only 
their own 
personal 


interests at stake. The system also leads 
to a considerable amount of behind the 
scenes trading and dealing. But, while the 


• equal vote system leads to an unwarranted 
amount of power in the hands of small na- 
tions, it does serve to keep it away from 
the Soviet Union — and from Red China 
if that nation ever gains admittance. 


Mr. Stevenson, faced with something 


that can't be changed, is probably right 
to accept the situation and try to convince 
the smaller nations that our interests are 
the same. A decision by the International 
Court of Justice requiring the paying of 
all obligations to the U.N. as a requisite 
for voting also would serve to make the sit- 
uation more equitable. 


The High Court and Unit System of Voting 


It appears now that the state of Georgia 


\vill decide its upcoming primary election 
on the basis of a popular vote rather than 
by the county unit system which has been 
in force there for over 100 years. 


Under the unit system, the candidate 


receiving a majority of votes in a county 
gets all of that county's unit vote. This is 
similar to the federal electoral college vot- 
ing which governs the total votes of e'ach 
state in presidential elections. 


The case came before the U.S. Supreme 


Court as a result of action by James 0. 
Sanders of Atlanta who claimed that the 
state system permitted unfair discrimina- 
tion against voters in the more populous 
counties. He was able to show that Echols 
County has a one unit vote for each 900 
persons while adjacent Lowndes County 
has a one unit vote for each 8,000 persons. 


A special three-judge panel in Georgia 


ruled that the existing unit system violated 
the equal protection 
clause of the 14th 


amendment. The court forbade state au- 
thorities to use the existing unit system in 
the September Democratic primary to nom- 
inate candidates for U. S. senator, governor 
and state officers. 
While 
the supreme 


court will take up the matter, its action 
will not affect the upcoming primary be- 
cause the court will be in adjournment un- 
til October and thus the lower court deci- 
sion will control. 


It has been pointed out that the deci- 


sion of the high court to consider is no in- 
dication that it is in disagreement with the 
lower court. 
There are indications that 


the court merely wants to study the stand- 
ards supplied by the lower court since the 
high court has not defined standards of its 
own in previous cases.

New Proposals tor Public Welfare 


While many of the Kennedy administra- 


tion bills are in trouble, the public welfare 
amendments of 1962, which will permit 
the adoption of new methods of preventive 
welfare, appear to be moving steadily to- 
ward enactment. 


The furore which broke out across the 


country following the Newburgh, N. Y., 
move to deny aid to dependent children of 
unmarried mothers with more than one il- 
legitimate child, brought the whole wel- 
fare program under close scrutiny with 
the result that many proposals were of- 
fered to change the method of handling 
relief. 
Welfare 
workers were quick to 


point out that, with the great number of 
relief clients and the comparatively few 
welfare workers, it was almost impossible 
in most cities for welfare workers to do 
anything but dole out government funds. 


In the meantime, Sec. of Health, Educa- 


tion and Welfare Abraham A. Ribicoff had 
a committee of 20 leaders in public and 
private welfare looking into the problems 
which had been raised. 
He made some 


administrative changes in the welfare pro- 
gram in an effort to reduce the number 
of 
persons 
receiving 
welfare 
funds 


through willful misrepresentation: allow- 
ing dependent children to save money for 
education, employment or medical needs 
without having that amount deducted from 
the public assistance grants: increased the 
co-ordination in welfare work and changed 
the name of the Public Assistance Bureau 
to the Bureau of Family Service. 


Suggestions from the study commit- 


tee soon were 
incorporated 
into a bill 


known as I-IR 10606. The bill was approved 
in the House on March 15 and has been re- 
ported favorably by the 
Senate Finance 


Committee. 


A feature of the biH which is new and 


which is regarded as revolutionary by wel- 
fare workers provides for the federal gov- 
ernment to pay three-fourths of the cost 
of service to rehabilitate relief clients or 
to prevent potential welfare clients from 
going on 
relief. 
If the bill is finally ap- 


proved it will be the first time that bureau 


funds could be spent to help people not 
actually on welfare. The case workers be- 
lieve it will tend to cut the relief load by 
supplying needed aid to a mother who may 
need to find a job or have training in new 
skills. 


Experiments in Chicago and Washing- 


ton in training relief clients for new jobs 
have been so successful that most people 
in this field now are confident that many 
persons can be prevented from going on 
relief rolls by special training and help 
while others who have been on relief for 
some time may be trained to take new 
jobs 
and thus 
become 
self-supporting 


again. It is estimated that 
$40.8 million 


will be spent on prevention and rehabili- 
tation in the first 
year. Approximately 


$3.5 million will be available the first year 
and up to $5 million in subsequent years 
for the training of social workers to enable 
them to perform necessary rehabilitative 
services. 
New, also, is a provision which 


provides the specific authorization of up 
to $10 million to aid states and commun- 
ities in the establishment of day care cen- 
ters for low income families that have pri- 
ority. These centers would take care of 
children of working mothers while they 
were on the job. 


Again, for the first time, the bill au- 


thorizes federal participation in welfare 
payments made to parents for work per- 
formed on community projects or for par- 
ticipation in vocational training. It is be- 
lieved that such payments may help com- 
bat joblessness and 
enable 
unemployed 


workers to maintain 
their 
self-respect. 


There are, of course, a great many other 
provisions in the bill. 
But the new ideas 


all are pointed 
toward 
rehabilitation of 


those relief clients who are capable 
of 


benefiting by the training programs. It is 
a step in the right direction and obviously 
has had a strong appeal to both senators 
and congressmen. 
Quite obviously it is 


much better to undertake efforts directed 
at rehabilitating people 
than to merely 


drag along doling out federal money with 
no hope of improving the conditions of the 
people receiving the aid.

What Others are Saying 
Gold Outflow Measure 
Having Opposite Effect 


The Kennedy administration is 


rightly concerned over the out- 
flow of gold from the U n i t e d 
States. One of its stopgap mea- 
sures reduced the ssno exemp- 
tion from duty formerly allowed 
United States citizens returning 
from abroad to $100.

i eduction in the returning Amer- 
ican's exemption was not thought 
through. Instead of reducing the 
outflow of gold we venture the 
opinion that ;t has not affected 
it at all unless it he in an up- 
ward direction. The reduced ex- 
emption has brought into play 
other privileges granted by the 


customs law which, probably 
have more than offset the theo- 
retical conservation of gold an- 
ticipated by limiting duty - free 
goods to $100 per person. 


Limits Amount of Goods 


In the first place, limiting for- 


eign purchases to $100 per per- 
son actually places no limit on 
spending U. S. dollars abroad. 
It merely limits the amount of 
goods which can be brought back 
into the United Stales. A travel- 
ler may spend all the money 
he desires upon lavish hotel ac- 
commodations and expensive res- 
taurants; in fact, he may spend 
as much money as he chooses 
so long as he returns to the Unit- 


ed States with nothing to show 
for it! In the second place, the 
old racket of charging a travel- 
ler one price for an item and 
giving him a receipt for a lesser 
amount has been intensified. And 
the gift packages which may be 
se.nt without limit so long as they 
are spaced a day apart and are 
certified to cost no more than 
$10 have greatly increased. The 
net reduction of runaway dollars 
has not been achieved.

ken out of the country by travel-

Americans

Implication: Many of these new
